The general postoffice, the palace 
of justice and the editorial offices 
of several “die hard” new’spapers 
present a scene of W’reckage. Tales 
of gruesome b rutality are recount­ 
ed everywhere, of how mob s storm­ 
ed the police stations and

Southwest and south central 3Iis- 
souri counties are particularly poor 
in apples and these sections will 
not have 
a surplus above the local 
needs, continues the report. Some 
orchards there, however, may pro­ 
duce outgoing shipments of some 
varieties, it was added. 
Several central 3Iissoiiri counties 
give indication of a 
‘‘fair crop,” 
while orchards in Buchanan, Holt 
and other northwest counties are 
somewhat promising. 
“ Bloom 
was

tions on most varieties of apples,” 
says the report, “ but frost, hail and 
unusually heavy drop thinned the 
apple set to the smallest prospect

“ Peaches are a near-failure at 17 
per cent of normal, or 412,000 bush­ 
els, compared with 1.722,000 bush­ 
els last year. 
Hardly any peach 
crop is found except in the south­ 
east counties, where some excellent 
new orchards are coming into hear­ 
ing. 
“ Pears are slightly better than 
peaches, with 32 per cent, indicat­ 
ing 212,000 bushels against 473,000 
in 1926. 
The crop is generally poor 
throughout the state. 
“ Grapes are 50 per cent of J uly 
normal or 15,580.000 pounds, com­ 
pared with 25,760,00 pounds in 1926. 
Frost did great damage to grapes 
in April, but some recovery is not­ 
ed in a few vineyards.”

MORTGAGING THE FUTURE 


' ‘Living beyond one’s means'^ is a topic 
that has been discussed from many angles 
and condemned from as many. As a rule, 
however, the phrase has for most of us 
merely present-day application. 
We may 
admit, perhaps, to ourselves that we are 
indeed spending 
too 
much 
money on 
pleasure and the gratification of our per­ 
sonal tastes but we resent, foolishly of 
course, the implication that we do not 
know what we are doing as well as any 
criticism of our actions. 
As a matter of 
fact, however, when we live beyond our 
means we are mortgaging our future as 
time alone will tell, and the sooner we 
face this fact with open minds the sooner 
will we be in position to adjust our course 
of action to the necessities of the mo­ 
ment. 
The easy money of the abnormal war 
days, combined with 
the 
demoralized 
conditions so general at that time pro­ 
duced an orgy of extravagance which af­ 
fected 
practically 
everybody. 
Wages 
were high, risks were good, the present 
alone counted, common sense departed 
for the moment, and many persons tasted 
for the first time certain phases of “high 
life” that went to the head and develop­ 
ed new viewpoints, new ideas, new stan­ 
dards of living. 
As long as money was 
plentiful these artificial standards held 
sway but by degrees and after many 
weary and difficult adjustments a more 
normal mode of living has set in and th« 
false standards prevail no longer. 
Yet, 
notwithstanding this fact there are men 
and women everywhere who, having once 
tasted of a life that appealed to them re­ 
fuse to return to the saner methods of 
living, the only methods they really know 
Mid undtrsland and the only methods 
that Ihtv can afford. 
Instead of look- 
iiig to 
ihi future and safeguarding it by 
wUhm 
their power they 
lo coiiiinu- the artificial life their 
.n 
I r< 
1 ‘ r;1\ 
de\eloped 
for i 
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them, are doing all that they can to per­ 
petuate false 
values, 
knowing all the 
while that they are not able to justify 
them yet willing to risk their future for 
the sake of enjoying the present. 
The wild orgies of yesterday are over 
as far as the average man is concerned. 
The temptations are there, perhaps not 
in so lavish a manner but alluring enough 
to blind the willing victim and make him 
menace his later life. 
It is so easy to 
spend even hard-earned money on foolish 
things that appeal strongly for the mo­ 
ment, and so hard to break away from 
the bunch of jolly good spenders who 
know how to have a good time and who 
expect “the crowd to stick together.“ 
It 
takes moral courage to face cold facts in 
a common sense way, but it takes even 
greater moral courage to quit the ex­ 
travagance of the gay life that appeals 
and come down 
to plain 
living, 
hard 
sledging and perhaps dull times. 
The 
comparison is odius, of course, but in the 
long run common sense always gets the 
best of any argument and those persons 
who today are willing to and do extricate 
themselves from the false lives they have 
been leading are doing more for them­ 
selves than they imagine. 
They are not 
only giving evidence of a return to sani­ 
ty, but they are also giving themselves a 
chance to take care of their future. 
It is not easy to drop out of the picture, 
many persons argue, but as a matter of 
fact there are some pictures in which we 
should never have had a place and out of 
which w^e cannot disappear too quickly. 
There are other 
pictures 
even though 
they may not appeal for the moment in 
which we must take our place whether 
we will it or not, and surely it is to our 
interest to make this place as valuable 
and dependabl-e as possible. 
We cannot 
do this by living beyond our means. There 
is only one w'ay by which to play the 
roles assigned and that is by studying 
them well, living up to them as far as 
we are able and making of them some­ 
thing appealing and worth while. 
We 
cannot do more than that, but at least we 
should be able to do that much. 
Living 
within his means may not be so attractive 
in some ways to the average man as liv­ 
ing beyond his means, but it is an invest­ 
ment that pays the 
dividends.
